POLITICS TOUGH 
HACK THEBE 

After living in toe west for s 
few years a plunge back into the 
political atmosphere of Ontario 
is like being thrown Into an icy 
lake In midwinter. For sheer 
downright toughness there is 
nothing west of the Great Lakes 
like Ontario politics. To read the 
biggest papers down here, and 
hear a lot of the conversation, 
one might agree with one chap's 
remark: “Out west we thought 
the war waa Britain and France 
against Hitler, but down here it 
seems to be Hepburn and Drew 
against King." 

My personal view is that the 
violent verbal eruptions centred 
In Queen’s Park. Toronto, are not 
quite what the superficial on- 
looker take* them to be. They are 
not just further evidence of what 
Mitch. Hepburn'* friend* would 
call hi* militancy and what his 
enemies would call his cusaed- 
mss.

to beat Premier Aberhart while 
still fighting each other; which 
have virtually eliminated toe 
Conservatives In Saskatchewan 
—all these are operating Jn a 
slightly different direction here 
in Ontario. 

There ts, of course, no CC.F. 
group or other left-wing party 
now in existence which has any 
chance whatever of making any 
impression on Ontario in the im¬ 
mediate future. But the centre of 
strongest pressure for a new na¬ 
tional political line-up lies be¬ 
tween the big interests of To¬ 
ronto on one side and Montreal 
on toe other.

MANCHESTER. Eng. (CP)— 
Winston Churchill today termed 
the Germany of 1914-18 as a 
“stronger enemy" than the Nazi 
Germany of today. 

In a speech In Free Trade Hall 
here, the First Lord of the Ad¬ 
miralty said he doubted the ability 
.of Germany today to withstand 
reverae s as ah* did In the Brat 
Great War. 

“The haggard, hard driven 
party- regime which the Nails 
have raised and reared from de¬ 
feat and hatred may function for 
a while with terrlbte precision," 
he said, “but whether It has the 
some solidity or power to endure 
reverses which was ahown by the 
Kaiser's Germany has yet (o be 
proved. We must put R to the 
proof.” 

Mr. Churchill expressed a dsep 
conviction that the British Empire 
and the French Republic, once 
they have completed the process 
of getting Into action, will show 
themselves much stronger physi¬ 
cally and morally than the Ger¬ 
many of Hitler. 

He had no Idea what the war 
would coat, but he believed that 
France and Britain in money and 
manpower “can and will outlast 
the enemy." 

WORK OF NAVT 

The war In the west so far had 
fallen almost entirely on the 
Royal Navy and the Royal Air 
Force, said the First Lord. 

The British people must bear In 
mind, he said, “that we shall haw 
to pay a relentless toll for mastery 
of the seas ” 

There was no doubt that mines 
presented a grave menace, and 
that the victory over them would 
be dearly won. But Great Britain 
had resources In scientific ma¬ 
terial superior to those of the 
enemy, and In the end the mine 
danger wbuld disappear. 

Even humble fishing boats had 
been attacked by the Germans 
with Incendiary bomba and their 
crews left to drown or subjected 
to the fire of machine kuna. The 
British navy had to cope srtth all 
these various forma of attack. 

ODDS 300 TO 1 

“I have been taught by hard ex¬ 
perience and I am always careful 
not to give way to jublllatlon or 
optimism.” said Mr. Churchill 
“but I think you will agree that 
up to date the navy has not failed 
the nation. 

“Out of nearly 7,500 ships con¬ 
voyed to and from this Island only 
] 15 have been lost.” 

Thus the odds were 500 to 1 
against the Germans sinking any 
British-convoyed merchant ship 
which obeyed Admiralty orders. 

Our convoy system is becoming 
more refined and rapid aa the 
weeks go by, and ... our imports 
are steadily rising again, and the 
ahtps we have captured and the 
ships we have built have almost 
made good the losses we have 
suffered.” 

Germany's Imports had been 
decisively curtailed and her ex- 
ports virtually cut off. Half of 
Germany’s U-boats had been 
destroyed and new building had 
"fallen far short of what w* 
originally estimated.” 

AERIAL WARFARE 

Mr. Churchill said that when 
the war Started In September 
everybody expected air bombings 
Immediately. 

"There never was such a war 
that seemed so likely to carry Its 
terror* Into every home," he said. 

People now were astonished 
Britain had not been attacked. 
Mr. Churchill said he had asked 
himself questions. 

"I wonder," he said, “whether 
the enemy are saving up for 
some orgy of fright fulness which 
will seen- c om e open at,- or’ 
whether It la because ao far they 
have not dared. Is It because they 
dread the superior quality of our 
fighting aircraft?" 

In any event he waa convinced 
that the enemy was not refrain¬ 
ing for humanitarian reasons 

"Ought we,” he asked, "Instead 
of demonstrating the power of 
our air force by dropping leaflet* 
all over Germany, to have 
dropped bomba? There I am 
quite dear that our policy has 
been right.” 

Time gained by the Allies was 
uaed for Important preparations 
which brought "enormous” pro¬ 
gress In mean* of protecting th* 
civilian population and In mean* 
of counter-attack. 

FIRST STAGR WON 

Mr. Churchill said he felt "I 
waa right aa I said In one of my 
earlier broadcasts that If . we 
reached the spring without any 
serious offensive on aea or land. 
I think we shall have gained the 
opening campaign of the war.” 

”1 am thankful that this coun¬ 
try ha* got Into Its war stride. It 
will be said that the other tide too 
has expanded Its army and In¬ 
creased and Improved Its air 
force, but wa must remember 
that Germany haa been going for 
three years at full wartime 
strength, and R may be possible 
she ha* no reserves of manpower 
and supplies so that she could 
make an additional spurt." 

Britain had not yet taken'up 


Its slack. There were many un¬ 
employed In the country. 

"yet I think these extra 
months of preparation have been 
a godsend to ua, and If we do • not 
relax Herr Hitler haa lost his laat 
chance.” 

The government, he continued, 
can not yet place In the field the 
vast army It ha* formed and I* 
still forming, and munition fac¬ 
tories must yet be brought to 
full production. “But we are far 
ahead of where we were at this 
time In the other war.” 

All British and French re¬ 
sources, he said, would be 
brought to bear "upon that evil 
thing whose wickedness has ao 
shocked the world." 

ATROCITIES AMONG CZECHS 

He referred to th* German 
conquest of Czechoslovakia, the 
shooting of Czech student!, -the 
dosing of the Czech universities 
and destruction of the works of 
their national writer*, aa well a* 
the suppression of newspapers 
and the opening of new concen¬ 
tration camps. 

"But I can assure you that 
everything that haa happened to 
the Czechs cannot compare with 
the a trod ties worked upon the 
poor Pole*," he said, adding that 
individuals, picked at random, 
were ahot In every town. 

“IV u estimated that upwards 
of 15,000 Intellectuals have been 
shot. In one place 300 were lined 
up against the wall. In another 
piaee a group of drunken Ger¬ 
man officers shot 70. In still an¬ 
other place boy* between 12 and 
13 were butchered." Mr. Chur¬ 
chill aald. 

From Germany’s "shameful 
records we can judge what our 
own fate would be, should w* 
fall Into her dutches." 

"Without expansion of labor," 
Mr. Churchill said, "and without 
allowing the women of Great 
Britain to enter the struggle, we 
should fail utterly to bear our 
share of the burden which France 
and Great Britain jointly aa 
turned ..." 

DUTIES FOR ALL 

"Come, then,” he concluded, 
let ua do our task hr the battle 
and the toil, each to our part 
each to our station. FUl the 
armies, rule the air, pour out the 
munitions, strangle the U-boats, 
sweep the mine*, plough the 
land, build ships, guard streets, 
succor th* wounded, uplift the 
downcast and honor the brave— 
let ua go forward together In all 
parts of the Empire and In all 
parts of the Island. There la pot 
a week nor a day nor an hour 
to be loat." , / 

INTERRUPTIONS 

During the courae of the ad¬ 
dress a couple of hecklera broke 
In, shouting "We w ant .Mosley’’— 
obviously referring to Sir Os¬ 
wald Mosley, leader of a group 
of Fascists In England before the 
war. 

Mr. Churchill paused until si¬ 
lence was restored, turning to 
ask, "What does be say?" at one 
point. Then he continued with¬ 
out comment. / 

One man shouting "We want 
Mosley and peace’’ waa ejected 
from the hall.

Nationalization 
Of Munitions Urged 

OTTAWA (CP) — Nationalize 
tlon of munition plants was ad¬ 
vocated today in a memorandum 
submitted to the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment by .the All Canadian Con¬ 
gress of Labor. 

"It la felt that If there I* any 
one Industry more than another 
that, should be nationalized, it la 
the munition* Industry, since It Is 
Intolerable that profits should be 
made out of the necessities of 
wartime,” t h * memorandum 
stated. 

The Congress called attention 
to the fact that British wartime 
regulations have been amended 
“ao aa to preserve practically un¬ 
impaired the right ol free discis¬ 
sion and the right of labor to or¬ 
ganize and take strike action.” 

"It la Submitted that the Cana¬ 
dian regulations should be simi¬ 
larly amended since in their pres¬ 
ent form they curtail civil liber¬ 
ties to an extent which appears 
to be far beyond that necessi¬ 
tated by the war. 

The congress said It opposed 
railway amalgamation and urged 
that an unemployment Insurance 
scheme be Introduced soon. 

Swiu Hold 2 Spies 

BERNE. Switzerland (API— 
Colonel A. Fonjallaz, retired Swiss 
army officer, and a man of undis¬ 
closed nationality were arrested 
by Swiss counter-espionage 
agents today on charges of spy¬ 
ing tor Germany. The new* 
caused a sensation In Switzerland. 

The rank of colonel la the high¬ 
est a Swiss officer can attain In 
peacetime. Fonjallaz had been in 
retirement several years. 


OTTAWA (CP)—Soldier* In 
the First and Second Divisions 
of the Canadian Active Service 
Force under the age of 21 may 
be permitted to vote In the com- 
Ing general election, according to 
reports circulating here today. 
Precedent for this waa estab¬ 
lished in the 1917 election during 
the last war. 

Arrangements for the taking 
of the soldiers' vote will be made 
by order-ln-coundl under the 
War Measures Act In effect It 
will Involve an amendment of the 
general election law In order to 
meet the special circumstance* ol 
war. 

As yet no figure* have been 
compiled on the number of men 
under 21 In the army, although a 
record la kept of every man's 
age. The minimum age for en¬ 
listment la 18, b»t no men under 
19 were sent oversea* with th* 
First Division- 

The vote* of men In the First 
Division will be taken at the 
Alderahot camp In England, 
where they are In training under 
the command of Major-Gen. A. 
G..L. Naughton. Second Divi¬ 
sion rr...i will vote In Canada. 

Nomination dates tor the elec¬ 
tion will probably be fixed more 
In advance of voting day than 
usual In order to make It possible 
to get ballots printed and In th* 
hands of those charged with re¬ 
cording the soldier*’ votes. 

The oversea* vote will be taken 
In advance of the vote In Canada, 
and the men will vote tear the can¬ 
didates In the conatttuencte* In 
which they resided before enlist¬ 
ment. not tor parties. 

During the first Great War at 
the 1917 election every person 
enlisted hi the armed forees re¬ 
gardless of age waa given th* 
right to vote. This applied even 
to persona who were not citizens 
of Canada or British subjects. 
Thus United States citizen* and 
citizen* of Newfoundland, among 
others, had the vote. 

BRITISH PREDICT 
FIRM CANADA VOTE 

LONDON (CP)—British news¬ 
papers today expressed the opin¬ 
ion that the Canadian general 
election la sure to demonstrate 
the Dominion * full determination 
to continue it* resolute partici¬ 
pation In the war, no matter what 
the outcome may be. 

The ’‘grievance*, real or imag¬ 
ined," being ventilated In the elec¬ 
tion campaign "detract In no way 
from the country 1 * determina¬ 
tion to play her full part In th* 
war," the Manchester Guardian 
aald editorially. 

“With two Canadian detach¬ 
ments already In Europe and 
plan* taking shape for a vast 
Empire air school to which Can¬ 
ada will be th* host, It Is hard to 
Imagine that the charge* of luke¬ 
warmness will lie against the gov¬ 
ernment." 

Said The Time* of London: 

"In the forthcoming general 
election the Issue will simply be. 
which party can be trusted to 
show the greater energy and 
greater efficiency In the conduct 
of the war. It will be a competi¬ 
tion of those qualities, not In any 
tense a conflict about the essen¬ 
tial righteouanesa of the war 
Itself." 

"Th* Allies "can expect to see 
added resolution whatever the 
result of the election" In Canada, 
the London Dally Express said. 

The result* of the election* 
■VIII certainly be an Impressive 
demonstration of Canada'a loy¬ 
alty to the British Common¬ 
wealth and to the cause *i* Ij 
helping us to defend ID th* war, 
the Yorkshire Post predicted. 

GERMANS LOSING 
1 AIR RAIDER IN 3 - 

LONDON (CP) — Royal Air 
Force statistics covering the 
period from the start of the war, 
September 3, 1939. to Christmas 
show that of approximately 90 
German aircraft which reached 
or attempted to reach British soil 
26 were downed and one crashed. 

Altogether 58 Germaii aircraft 
were destroyed by BritUh arms 
during the period reviewed, of 
which six were destroyed by anti¬ 
aircraft fire, 51 by British air¬ 
craft and one crashed. 

Patrols sighted German tub- 
marines 107 timet and attacked 
them 57 times. The coastal com¬ 
mand provided escort* tor 400 
convoys and patrolled a tea area 
of 3,000.000 square miles. 

The bomber command up to 
Christmas made 27 mass flights 
over Germany.

P. Hall, Broad Street. 

About 150 knights and dames 
turned out lor the celebration, 
which featured toasts, but In¬ 
cluded a number of fine enter¬ 
tainment numbers and concluded 
with the lads and lassies dancing 
to tunes rendered by a popular 
orchestra. 

After the haggla had been borne 
aloft by J. Carmichael, preceded 
by Piper F. Knight, It wa* ad¬ 
dressed in traditional colorful 
fashion by W. G. Grant. A sit- 
down supper followed and then 
Mr*. M. S. Davey, Dame of the 
Great Chair, spited on Mr. Bal¬ 
nave. 

Mr. Balnave's address waa ab 
breviated owing to a lengthy pro¬ 
gram, allowing him Only time to 
review some of the highlights of 
the life of “Scotland's Greatest 
and Beat," whose memory he aald 
was the most celebrated In the 
1USC 

BURNS CULTURED GENIUS 

At the age of 17, Mr. Balnave 
said, Burn* wa* one of the most 
cultured men of his age. With¬ 
out hlsagenlua he wa* more cul¬ 
tured titan a great many men over 
30 years. 

He told how baby Robert 
Bums succeeded In escaping the 
dreaded spinal meningitis, but 
which left Ita mark In the. form 
of a morbid look in later years, 
headaches, spells of melancholy 
and palpitations. He touched on 
Bums’ cultural development and 
the beginning of a great literary 
career when he wrote hit first 
tong at 15, entitled "My Hand¬ 
some Nell," inspired by hit first 
love, Nellie Kirkpatrick. 

Mr. Balnave aald this simple 
song waa the acorn from which 
the great Burns’ oak tree sprang. 
The speaker described how 
Bums Ilf hit young years prized 
a collection of old songs called 
"The Lark" and uaed to saturate 
himself with their contents, never 
knowing at that time the power 
of his own expression. 

Bum* got his thought* for 
eong and poem from th* com¬ 
mon people. For 30 yean or more 
he mingled with all kind* of 
people, smugglers on the wind¬ 
swept moors, vagrants, black- 
amltha and persona of all classes, 
•and eagerly drank In their tales, 
songs and adventure* and then 
set to work and turned out hi* 


greatest poetic work, “Tam S' 
Shanter." 

IMMORTALIZED HU __ 

PARENTS 

Burns loved hit parents and 
Immortalized them with the 
poem. "The Cottar’* Saturday 
Night," Two years after hla 
| fatnef died, grief atruck the 
Bums’ Ayrshire farm, now run 
by Robert, the eldest. Poor soil 
bad teed and late crop* left the 
Burns' household In dire condi¬ 
tion and It waa the result of go¬ 
ing through such heavy grief 
that led Burnt In later years to 
turn out such fine Works aa “Man 
Wa* Made to Mourn," "A Man’* 
a Man for AD That,” "Twa 
Doga," "Winter Night" litera¬ 
ture Mr. Balnave declared that 
will never die. 

Alec H. Cameron, proposing

Loan* lor borne building under 
the National Housing Act are 
only granted when applicant* 
follow the proper procedure to 
secure them and every intending 
builder should acquaint himself 
thoroughly with the steps to be 
taken. 

The procedure has been laid 
down by F. W. Nlcholis, Ottawa, 
director ol housing, and lor the 
convenience of ^applicants the 
British Columbia committee has 
summarized these rules as fol¬ 
lows: 

L Acquaint yourself with re-, 
ujulrements of the act as outlined 
in official pamphlets .with mini 
mum standard ol construction 
and memorandum specifications. 
Borrowers must realize their re¬ 
sponsibility to see that these re¬ 
quirements are -met. ~r: 

J. Be prepared to provide your 
equity ol 10 to 30 per cent of the 
lending value either in the form 
of a lot, cash, or both. 

3. Apply to an approved lend¬ 
ing Institution td ascertain 11 
they will lend in your commun¬ 
ity.

STUDY BIDDLE OF HITLER 
I Reading Hitler's emotions and 
psychology has become a grim 
international guessing game. Yet 
at times. In his gesttues, the Ger¬ 
man Fuehrer Is revealing sig 
nlflcant facts about his thoughts 
and emotional state—facts which, 
If read correctly, might at times 
provide tren^ettdous advantage to 
the Allies. 

The psychologist who has

WHEN WE TALK about “eve 
_ tting stars." or "morning 
stars," we never really refer to 
stars. That word is ntfw confined 
to mean a distant sun, a glowing 
globe of gas. shining with Its own 
light, like the sun around which 
the earth and other'planets re¬ 
volve. The evening or morning 
star Is always a planet. 

The apparent dally motion of 
the sky from east to west Is an 
effect of the earth's turning from 
east to west. Therefore, a planet 


that happens to be to the east of 
the sup follows In Its dally Jour¬ 
ney, and sets after sunset. Then 
It Is visible In the evening, and we 
call It an "evening star." But on 
other occasions the same planet 
will be to the west of the sun. 
Then It will go down before the

It Is visible In 
the morning, and Is a "morning 
more or leas evenly divided, and 
stsr." Generally the planets art- 
more or leas evenly divided and 
it la very unusual to have them 
all on one side or the other simul¬ 
taneously. 

That, however. It what Ftebru -1 
ary brings. Al the end of the 
month all five planets that can 
be seen with the naked eye, as 
well aa the brightest of those that 
are only seen with a telescope. 
Will be lined up at one time in 
the western sky, all visible like 
beads on a string. This Is an ex- 
**edlngly rare event, and It should 
be watched for in the last few 
•fays of February, and the first 
few In March. 

As one looks to the west. In 
the gathering dusk. Mercury will 
be seen near the horizon. Above, 
a little to the south, and a little 
brighter, wUl shine Jupiter. Close 
above this, and still brighter, will 
be Venus. Considerably fainter, 
above and lo the south, will ap¬ 
pear Saturn, and above this, and 
sUU fainter, though brighter than 
any nearby star, Mars will shine, 
with a red color. And a little 
higher yet. and farther south. 
Uranus will be situated, visible 
with a small telescope. The five 
naked eye planets will be within 
« degrees of each other, to they 
will make a magnificent display. 

In fact, at this time, all the 
planeu will be in the same half 
of the sky. Pluto, the most dis¬ 
tant. which It seen only with a 
very powerful telescope. Is to the 
east In the figure of Canoer. the 
crab. And Neptune, the next one 
In, occupies a place In Virgo, the 
Virgin, and rises Just before Mer¬ 
cury seta. 

On the accompanying maps 
the stars of !the February evening 
are shown as at 7 o'clock oa the 
first, 6 o'clock on the 15th and 5 
o'clock on the 29th. The three 
planets that are shown are placed 
the way they will he on the 15th 
On the first of the month Mars 
will be between Jupiter and Sa¬ 
turn.

Autistic gestures are a special 
class They are not conventional 
gesture*, like node, .salutes, and 
appeals, which everyone under¬ 
stands and uses as accessories to 
speech.

Mars has an atmosphere, for 
sometimes ciouds can be observed 
In them. But there also no water 
vapor or oxygen ha* been de 
tected. However, there may be 
slight amounts, though too little 
to produce an effect that see can 
find. 

The white areas, which, come 
and go around the poles of Mars, 
are probably polar caps of Ice 
or snow, end these would put 
small amounts of moisture Into 
the air. The green areas which 
appear In the Martian spring¬ 
time, and vanish In the autumn 
and winter, behave like vegeta¬ 
tion. There may be vegetable 
Ufe on Mars, though It 1* hard to 
imagine animal life, and es¬ 
pecially Intelligent animals. 

Jupiter end Saturn are both so 
far out from the sun that the 
temperatures there are very low.

Just as words have different 
meaning whan spoken In different 
surroundings and a different tone, 
so gestures may vary In meaning. 
Throat clearing may mean re¬ 
pressed hoatility If done by a 
person feeling hostile but with 
no good way of showing it By 
a hearty "G-rrumph” of the 
throat, repressed souls sometimes 
manage to let out a little of thnr 
resistance. a 

Passing the hand over the fact 
is another gesture readable in 
some cases. It means—In people 
confronted with some problem— 
the longing for escape or evasion. 
The Individual shuts himself out 
of Ihe picture for a brief Instant, 
a* he would like to flee wholly 
and completely from the worry 
confronting him. 

If these gestures are a human 
language. It should be practical to 
work out general principles for 
interpreting them. A possible 
usefulness for understanding au, 
tlstic gestures, foreseen by Dr. 
Krout, is in treating mental 
patients. Since normal traits are 
often exaggerated In the mentally 
sick, a psychiatrist may gain in¬ 
sight Into obscure mental con¬ 
flicts by observing gesture talk.

YEARS OF CLEANING 
2. An immense quantity of seed 
is produced by some, weeds, es¬ 


pecially by annuals and biennials, 
the resulting pollution of the soil 
requiring years of cleaning, even 
If no more plants are allowed to 
go to seed. - 

3. Many species have vigorous 
root systems (thistles, dande¬ 
lions, etc.) which renew growth 
until repeated destruction of the 
tops at every fresh appearance 
starves them. 

4. Many weeds have Ingenious 
adaptations as plumes, hooked 
prickles, “tumble weed” form of 
growth, etc., for the wide dis¬ 
persal of their seed. 

5. Sometimes weeds persist for 
the simple reason that farmers 
wtll keep on re-seeding their land 
with crop seeds containing weed 
seeds, rather than pay a little 
more for pure seed

met since It Is Important that 
as many eggs as possible be 
obtained during the relatively 
short breeding season. A ration 
well balanced as to protein, car¬ 
bohydrates, fata, minerals and 
vitamins is essential for this pur¬ 
pose. Ip terms of commonly 
used feeds this means the use of 
the' common cereals and their by¬ 
products. Care should be shown 
to avoid too fibrous a mixture; 
animal feeds such as fish meal, 
meat scraps or skim or butter¬ 
milk powder, alone or preferably 
in combinations; mineral feeds 
such as bone meal and oyster 
shell and vitamins as already 
contained ta the feeds mentioned 
and in cod Uver oU. 


Every few days 
when Mr. and 
Mrs. A. V. Cox, 
1890 Haul tain 
Street, visit 
their chicken 
house they find 
an egg of five or 
six ounces. This 
one, however, 
held by Mr. Cox 
was the biggest 
they ever found.

There 
were really two 
eggs, one inside 
the other, and 
both good.

A New 
Hampshire hen 
is the producer 
of these 
amazingly 
large eggs. 


Wintering Bees 
Should Be Watched 

Bees need protection trom cold 
land draughty homes. Winter 1* 
approaching, the barn’ larder te 
well stocked, or should be, other¬ 
wise, valuable property te likely 
to bo lost before next spring. 
Bees to be wintered outside are 
no doubt snugly packed to their 
cases, but are they well protected 
against possible cold and driving 
winds? They need it, because 
such protection is Just as im¬ 
portant aa good cases and pack¬ 
ing material.' 

If natural win dbre a ks are ab¬ 
sent a slatted board tenor about 
six or seven feet high 1* a good 
substitute. The apiary should bo 
protected on three sides at least, 
all four if possible. Bees to bo 
wintered In cellars would be Just 
aa well Inside now. There la no 
advantage leaving them out, ex¬ 
posed to changeable weather, 
waiting for a flight they may 
never get. A colony of bees of tars 
a snug winter home and a nice 
food supply for mice, bat such 
boarders are apt to he very costly 
to the keekeeper, so protect your 
colonies from such pests 

Bee equipment Is expensive, 
and th eref o r * worth s lair 
amount of care, it does not Im¬ 
prove the appearance of the 
aptary nor prolong the life of the 
equipment Itself by tearing A 
lying around until wanted next 
summer. Drawn comb la per¬ 
haps the most valuable asset, a 
beekeeper can have, but mice and 
wax moth can ruin it to short 
time. Place the comb* in supers 
and tier the tetter up with aa 
inverted hive cover at the bot¬ 
tom and another cover on top of 
each pile; this will beep out the 
mice. Store the cnmha In. a cold 
building, the moth cannot work 
a! low temperatures Check over 
all used equipment as you put it 
away for winter, some ol It may 
need repairing, which If left until 
text spring may never be done. 
Do It now la a good motto; pro¬ 
crastination may prove cosily.
